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To or^nize, develop, and .execute covert political and psychological vja.rfa.re 
operations against the Soviet regime of tiie Latvian SSR for the purpose of: 

1, Placing a raaxiinum strain on the Soviet structure. 



2, Driving a v/edge between the latviaa people and the Soviet regime. 

3, Establishing effective contacts with, and providing assistance and 
guidance to whatever resistance elements tmt exist in the Latvian 3SR, 

4, Establishing covert assets in the Latvian SSR which can be utilized to 
conduct psychological warfare operations against the Soviet Union in the 
event of open liostilities. 

h. Accompli shments 

3?he latest developments in the formation of a new Latvian political or^nization 
indicates th;.t this movement is headed by Valdmanis, former Nazi collaborator 
who is at present located in Canada where he is working for the Canadian 
Government. Valdmanis, a very ambitious and shrev-;ed politician, is fostering 
a movement which he hopes will divide the Latvian veterans and sv/ing a substan- 
tial membership toward his organization and away from their present head Col. 

• Janums. In these maneuvers Valdmanis is being aided by such controversial 
figures as Kalrne, lambergp, and Neparts. The date for the official announcement 
of this nev/ or^nization is to be 20 Decerj*er 1952. 

This nev; development iias brought some une^^inty into the midst of Latvian 
politicians. They are vievring Valdma^-l^^^es v;ith considerable apprehension 
as it is feared tha.t Valdmanis willz-fjceMn^ dictatorial habits and thereby 
ruin all unification attempts. 

Efforts are being made to clarify ^thc position of Alberts Kalme who cl-ims to 
be slated to Lecome congressma;ai%I!r. Airastrong's chief Latvian advisor when 
and if the latter assumes a Ctq^/^st in the Department of State. Recently 
Kelme has stated tiiat Armstrong has become an honorary manber of Valdmanis 
organization; Kalme is al present claiming that he will proceed very soon to 
Sweden for the purpose of recruiting members for the Valdmanis organization.
